Thus, the dielectric layer 15 of Hachimine would act or function as 'shear 
force isolation* between layers 14a and 14b In addition, the Applicant does not exactly define what is the structure of such 'shear stress 
isolation'; thus layer 15 of Hachimine would read on the claim limitations.
